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AUDIT REPORT ON THE ACCOUNTS OF THE ALIGARH MUSLIM UNIVERSITY 
FOR THE YEAR 1973-74 

1. Over-payment of pay to a retired Officer r«f Rs. 0 -63 lakh 

An Army Officer (on leave preparatory to retirement) was re-employed during leave as Principal, Jawahar La! Neluu Medical 
College of the University with effect from 9th February, 1970 in the time-scale of pay of Rs. 1,800-100-2,000. The Executive Council in 
February, 1970 decided to fix his pay at Rs. 2,000 per month plus such personal pay as would enable him to draw not loss than what 
ho was drawing in his Army post excluding military allowances. I-Tis basic pay last drawn was Rs. 1,730 in the scale of Rs. 1,580-1,830. 
The Executive Council in its next meeting held on 12th December, 1970 fixed his pay at Rs. 2,600 per month which amount he was 
drawing before re-employment plus pensipn and directed the University to obtain the approval of the Government of India to this 
fixation of pay. 

Tins, however, was not agreed to by the Government of India who advised University in October, 1972 to fix his pay at Rs. 
1,580 por month plus pension. 

The University, however, again requested the Government of India in February , 1 973 for approval of the fixation of Pay at Rs. 2.600 
per month plus pension which was again turned down by the Government of India in April, 1 973. 

The final decision of the Government of India was considered by the Executive Council at its meetings held on 28th April, 1973 and 
30th January, 1974, and it decided to maintain the status quo. 

This resulted in a payment ofRs. 0.63 lakh during the period from 9lh February, 1970 to 31st March, 1975 in excess of what would 
have been payable in accordance with Government’s advice. The payment at a higher rate is still continuing due to the advice of the 
Government of India not being acted upon. 

The University stated (March. 1975) that the matter was still under the consideration of the Executive Council and final decision 
in the matter had not vet been taken. 

2. Avoidable expenditure ofRs. 1.31 lakhs 

Tenders for the work “Construction of storm water drainage” in the Medical College (estimated cost Rs. 1 -48 lakhs) were invited 
on 30th April. 1970. Out of the four tenders recei ved the lowest offer of firm ‘A’ for Rs. 2 -48 lakhs was accepted and the contractor 
that was asked to start the work on 14th luly 1970 and complete the same within six months from that date. An agreement was 
also signed with the contractor in December, 1970. 

The original date of completion of the work was 14th January. 1971 which was extended to 18th January, 1972 but the contarctor 
failed to complete the work even by the extended date. His contract was accordingly terminated in January, 1972 and his security 
deposit of Rs. 0 06 lakh forfeited in terms of the Agreement. 

Tire remaining work valued at Rs. 1 -82 lakhs was awarded to National Building Construction Corporation Ltd. (a Government 
of India undertaking) for Rs. 3 19 lakhs. After adjusting security deposit of Rs. 0 06 lakhs, this resulted in extra cost to the University 
to the extent of Rs. 1 -31 lakhs, Under the agreement the University had, inter alia, the power either (i) to rescind the contract 
and forfeit the security deposit or (ii) to measure the work of tho contractor and entrust the balance work to another contractor and 
recover the excess cost, if any, from the original contractor, 

The reasons for not adopting the alternative course, i.e,, to recover extra cost of work (Rs. 1 -31 lakhs) from the contractor by the 
University are not on record and are not known. 

3. Theft of manuscripts and paintings from Maulann Arad Library 

The following valuable objects of art (estimated cost Rs. 2 -00 lakhs) were found missing from the Maulana Arad Library of the 
University as a result of alleged burglary on 23rd February, 1974: — 

(A) Manuscripts . . . . . , , , , . . . 6 Numbers 

(B) Miniature Paintings . . . . . . . . . . 4 Numbers 

(C) Pantings found missing from the manuscripts . . . . . . . . 25 Numbers 

The details are given in the Amiexure. 

The matter was stated to be underinvestigation by State Criminal investigation Department and Central Bureau of investigation. 

The Library has not been insured since August, 1971 against fire and theft. 

4. Unadjusted advances 

Rs. 31 -75 lakhs in respect of 1,314 cases were reported as unadjusted advances against various departments and officials of the 
U niversity at the end of 1972-73. 1 ,643 more cases involving Rs. 28 -29 lakhs were added during the year 1973-74. After excluding the 

odvances recovered (15-06 lakhs) during the period from 1st February, 1974 to 21st February, 1975, a balance of Rs. 44 -98 lakbs comp- 
rising 2,052 items was awaiting adjusment on 28th February, 1975 .
